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HOW TO WIN THE FIRST WORLD mR 



The Diplomacy board reproduces the political arrangements of 1914, the hegin- 
ning of the First world War bet •Teen the Entente Pouers England, France, and Russia, 
and the .Central Powers Germany, Austria-Hungary, and Turkey. Italy, though 
aligned by treaty uith the latter group, uas induced by generous amounts of Brit- 
ish money and even more generous premises of post-Far annexations, to ccme in on 
the side of the Entente Pouers. 

.$he origin. and subsequent history of the uar suggested a variation on Diplo- 
macy uhich might more accurately represent the fighting of that uar. Accordingly, 
I have put together the following rules for a tuo-man game between the Entente 
Pouers (EP) and the Central pouers (CP): 

1. Play begins uith the "Fall 1914" moves. The following powers and neutral 
territories may be entered in "Fall 1914": all po-.rers except Italy; Belgium, 
North Africa, Tunis, Albania, and Serbia. 

2. Just before the "Spring 1915" moves, a coin shall be flipped to determine 
to uhich aide Italy shall belong. Italy's first mores Mil be "Spring 1915". In 
a postal game, tho assignment of side for Italy shall bo sent out nith the "Winter 
1914" builds. 

. 3. Spain, Holland, Nor-.ray, Sweden, and Denmark are permanently closed, as is 
S-itz cricoid. Fleets may pass directly betueen tho Baltic Seu and the Skaggerak. 
No seas are closed. 

4. No moves may be made into the f ollouing territories prior to the Indicated 
game date: 

Italy: "Spring 1915" Rumania: "Fall 1916" 

Bulgaria: "Fall 1915" Greece: "Fall 1917" 

Portugal: "Spring 1916" 

5. After the "Spring 1917" move, Russia shall be in a state of "civil disorder" 
as defined by the rulebobk for the remainder of the gome. 

6. After tho "Fall 1917" move and each subsequent "Fall" move for the remrin- 
der of tlio uar, a neu EP army shall be established in one of these four supply cen- 
ters: Edinburgh,- Liverpool, London, or Brest - provided that no 6P fleet sits on a 
route between tho supply center and im.rica. Thus, a 02 fleet in the Mid-Atlantic 
would prevent establishment of one of these EP armies in Crest unless a potential 
route such as North Atlantic-Irish Sea-English Channel-Brest uerc opon. 

7. The first player to gain a 2/3 majority of all pieoes on thu board, cr to 
occupy all enemy capitals, uins. 

3. With tho above exceptions, the rules of Diplomacy apply. 

I rould be interested in running such a game in GRAOSTAPK, as an experiment. 
I uould prefer that Italy be aligned uith tho EP in this first game, to better rc- 
produco the actual alliances of tho First world War. The usual GRAUSTARK game fee 
of ;,p3.00 rill be charged. The first .tuo players accepting this challenge -111 bo- 
gin the game, is the CP uculd appear to bo uoaker than the EP in this version, as- 
signments -ill be made by lot unless one player specifically requests to play tho 
UP.

MUNICH, GERMAN BAVARIA (Reuters, V November ISM): I was called back frcm my 
assignment in the Far East only a few months ago. Back to a Europe so different 
frcm the one I had known as to be almost unrecognizable* When I left, back in 
1902, there was an Aaglo-Fronch allianoo; it was destroyed by tho 
battle of Leydeno Italy, which was so weak in 1902 ; and could 
barely mount an invasion of Greece, is now on equal' terms with 
once impotent Turkey in a battle for supremacy in the Mediterranean. 
Here in Miuiich 5 things have not boon ^hanged much by nearly five

ers" now control tho city, and laugh at the French from behind sand- 
bag barricades while waiting for the Hohonzollerns to return. Up un- 
til about a week ago, when I arrived with replacements to the ?Troi- 
some Armeo de la Republiquc do la France, Grande Rrotagne, et ALle- 
magne', thero had boon little trouble in the oity proper. The Bavar- 
ian Underground wa£* in almost total control of the countryside, but 
tho French were too well entrenched to bo driven cut by the patriotic 
but ill-equipped irregulars of Gen, Kronstadt. Just three days after my arrival, 
however, a Corps of the Austrian army, drafting north after the capture of cis- 
louthania, -rndered into the area. . They were well-equipped but undermanned, ond 
the Underground persuaded them to help their follow Germans. The spy network that 
had been built up by the Underground In tho city was fantastic: They know 'all -bout 
the ccmings and. goings of the French army. " They picked last night to strike: The 
bulk of the occupation forces were shipping out to join tho forces poised against 
Bremen and Kiel Only a token force would bo loft for several months while rein- 
forcements coula be .-brought up from France.

"But if Germany claims France, Italy, and Russia, what of the other Powers? We 
call upon Cur German brothers to join us in restoring peace to Europe. 

"If the Germans treat Ue honorably and withdraw back into Munich, We shall hon- 
or them and call the Kaiser 'Theoden^ Otherwise,,. ."
